Manufac¬ 
turers need it to give them a source 
of profit-making. 

But nobody wants it. Nobody 
wants it.s gigantic con.siimption of 
space. Nobody wants its ability to 
dcslrov natural beaulv. Nobodv 
w’ants its wastage of agricultural 
land. Nobody wants its pollution 
of the air and unmeasured effects on 
the stralo.sphcrc. Nobody wants its 
destruction of valuable silence. No¬ 
body wants its potential for ilic

T BC NCCt. h.’is been inundated by 
complaints and queries about (he 
Census; it \ccms that people decided 
(hey couldn't take govcmmcni promises 
on foist. And no wonder. Some cnumcr- 
atorn were being recruited from the 
ranks of ofTicinls of local aulhonlics, 
inland revenue and customs, all of whom 
have a professional interest in obLiining 
personal informaiton for other purposes. 
The Rcgisirnr-Gcocr!tl announced that 
enumerators, csccpt in some rural .areas, 
would not bo u.scd in their own districts; 
yet locally recruited enumerators are be¬ 
ing used in .areas as urban as Hammer¬ 
smith and as suburban as Maidenhead. 
Most complaints referred to the question 
of parents' country of hinh and several 
immigrant organisations advised their 
members not to answer (his question. 
The Civil Service and the Armed Forces 
advised their personnel not to say loo 
much And when challenged, the 
Registrar-General refused point-blank to 
stop the sale of Census information 
about comparatively small groups of 
people lo commercial interests such as 
direct m.Ti! comp.inies. 

In retrospect, there can he no doubt 
about the value of the controversy. 
Above all. it vindicated the NCCL's long 
campaign for a right to privacy. We 
first expressed our reservations about the 
Census to members of the Parliamcnlaiy 
Civil Liberties Group before the debate 
on the Draft Census Order in February 
1970. Its Ch.airman at that time. Eric 
Lubbock, received little more than bland 
reassurances. A year later, they began 
(o look a hit thin. In fact, one of the 
most repressing aspects of the alT.iir. 
apart from government tnscrvsitivity. was 
the failure of parliamentarians to check 
and extract reasonable guarantees from 
the govcmmcni when they had a chance 
(o do so 


Our ncM move must be to ensure lhat 
the genuine concern about the Census 
is now directed to even mure threatening 
invasions of prisxtc)' in both government 
and pris'ulc sectors. We must also try 
to achieve the same degree of public 
vigilance towards other pressing civil 
liberty issues. It/is a intgcdy, for ex¬ 
ample, that the Immigration Dili has 
received only a fraction of the public 
attention devoted to the Census. It 
panders lo racial intolerance and social 
division and invests immense arbitrary' 
power in the Executive. Yet in the lobby 
of the Standing Committee, the NCCL 
is fighting virtually a lone battle and 
immigrant groups are getting only mini¬ 
mal moral and political support. 

The real measure of public concern 
for civil liberties will not be the rcsponNC 
to (he Census but the reaction lo the 
threats posed by discriminatory control. 
Fortunately there is still time. The work 
of (he Standing Committee is proceeding 
nl .snail's pace; the government is l>ctng 
confronted by cogent criticism from both 
sides of the House; and many NCCl. 
amendments have been tabled. However, 
when the government decides (hot delay 
in Committee has gone on too long, it 
m.ay try to reach an undcrslartding with 
the Opposition or the Fjioch Powell 
f.nction. Opponents of the Dill must 
prepare to fight such a development. 
We must also prepare for the nc.xl 
phase of the battle in the House 
of Lords, on the understanding that 
only Ihc repeal of the Bill or 
radical redrafting can possibly satisfy 
civil liberty objections. If we arc lo 
achieve this level of Parliamentary 
pressure, our members, groups and 
other organisations must conduct nn in¬ 
finitely more vigorous campaign outside 
parliament.

Attitudes about the construction of 
an airport in a neighbourhood vary 
but the net result is the destruction 
of natural beauty, (he annihilation 
of farming land or even land avail¬ 
able for housing. The usual criti¬ 
cism of any objections is 'scnlimen- 
lality*. The usual objection is based 
upon. AVc need aeroplanes and air¬ 
ports . . . but not here*. This was 
the ease of many at Cublington. at 
Stansted and now at Foulness; this 
indeed is 'sentimentality*—the failure 



further Uiat the wiping out of farm¬ 
land will be no loss anyway. Many 
disagree with this idea, including 
some farmers, but it will not be 
disputed that land for housing is 
also a crying need. We cannot afToixl 
the aeroplane with its prolligacy 
regarding space. 

POLLLTION AND NOISE 

The problem of air pollution it¬ 
self is rendered even more complex 
by the aeroplane. In addition to the 
vast consumption of fuel and its 
consequent discharge into (he air 
iJtcrc is Ihc new' hazard of super¬ 
sonic night which Anthony Tucker 
in the Guardian, 8.11.7(1. sum¬ 
marizes as 'man docs not really 
know what he is doing*. Tlicrc will 
be an increase of water in the strato¬ 
sphere and an increase of cloudiness 
'afTccling large arc*a$ of the globe*. 

Tlic most obvious invasion of the 
aeroplane is upon our eardrums. 
Some of us have become habituated 
to the noise endemic to nuxiern 
cities and modern living, in fact one 
speculates that the generation gap 


broken mirrors. 'There were reports 
of stampeding cattle and ponies, 
hysterical hens and turkcy.s. and 
panicking flocks of sheep. Children 
screamed and ran crying into their 
homes.* Concorde has not yet come 
into full service. 

THE GREAT ILLLSION 

Enough has been written to point 
out the curse of the aeroplane. 
Other factors will be explored at a 
later date but the aeroplane is 
obviously part of the great illusion 
of 'progress*. If we can travel 
faster, more dangerously, more 
noxiou.sly. more noisily and in 
greater numbers we consider it 
'progress’. 'Progress’ is an indica¬ 
tion of motion not of direction. The 
aeroplane, even discounting its con¬ 
tribution to the barbarities of war¬ 
fare. has degraded human living to 
a considerable extent and looks like 
doing il further unless it is re¬ 
strained. U must be resisted by all 
means possible—starting with a 
boycott.

Noking the lads Pay! 


UIE II.ARBIC.AN building ^c])cn)c in 
the Cily of London has bcconic n 
balilcground of legal Action with writs 
being served left, right and centre, mak¬ 
ing it a lawyer's Paradise. All the writs 
urc concerned witli money u> meet the 
ever-increasing costs of completing the 
scheme. 

1 urriffs are claiming the sum of 
£5.33m. from the City Corporation for 
breaches of contract on the £6nt Ph.isc 2 
of Ihc scheme. They nre saying that 
they cannot pay tuh-contnictors and 
because of this they aa* issuing writs. 
Ihe Transport and General Workers* 
Union hn« also Uken this step against 
TurrilTs because the mnnagcmcnl have 
reduced the bonus earnings of operatives 
after both a regiomd and national com¬ 
mission had found in the men's favour. 


Usiully in these situations where an 
employer catches a cold, the employees 
go down with the fiu and this is no 
exception. TurrilTs have decided that 
they can no longer ullord to p.*iy the 
usual bonus payments which average 
around 32p per hour and these h.nvc 
been cut to 7Jp per hour. The stewards 
felt they had a good ease, but lhat strike 
.action w’oiild only help the employers. 
ITtcy therefore took TurrilTs through 
procedure and gainesl the Regional 
Commission. The management appealed 
and the case svas uken to a National 
Commission which recommended a re¬ 
turn to prcvjovis bonus payments. 
TurrilTs have ignored the findings of 
these two commissions which arc part 
of the conciliation machinciy’ that em¬ 
ployers are so often exhorting workers 


to use.

Dlf-\K. oh dear. Science-—what 
Crimea arc committed in thy name* 
The anarvhiM moxement haa practically 
a1wa>'a avoiOeal the vexed question of the 
inequality of man. Ihe general attitude 
among anarchists has been that cvciy- 
body 1 % more or levs p<svl at something, 
and an>'way in a non-goxTmmenlal 
•ocicty the more intcUijrent and c.ncr* 
getie would not have the social mas'hincr>- 
at their disposal to dominate their levs 
favouml brethren, and in any case they 
would probably not ha\x the desire to 
do lo. In any ease, in authorit.irian 
•ocictx'. It isn’t usually the most intelli¬ 
gent who rule. Usually it is a certain 
t>pe of appressixx individual, but often 
of course it is simply someone who is 
dcscv:ndod from such a one. He holds 
powxr because in the p.ast his family 
achieved wealth. He himself may be 
quite ordiiury. The Stuart and Hano¬ 
verian d>*nasties arc not exactly an 
esiif>ing spectacle, nor xvxrc most of 
Ihcir memben exactly supermen. Sitcial 
custom has a lot to do with social 
iocqualiC>*. 

So on the whole anardtists have never 
bothered with arguing whether men and 
women have difTcrcnl capabilities be¬ 
cause of environment or heredity. And 
50 I come to Mr. Ardrey’s book without 
loo much bias. 1 can’t claim to a com¬ 
pletely scientific objectivity, but neither, 
as we shall sec. can he. In fact one of 
my favourite authors has for many 
years been the exceedingly conscrvatix'c. 
if not rcactionarx', Lord Ragbn, who 
u.scd to write on folk customs, from the 
study of which he drew conclusions that

do not lie up at all wuh the liberal- 
ilcnu'craltc ilrvam 1 mcrcls say this to 
show ih.st I am not reviewing a book in 
order to attack it. 1 am quite pnrparrd 
to accept the inequality of man \N*hal I 
.am not prepxrcd to accept is . . . well, 
the son of thing 1 sh.xll shortly describe. 

Mr. Ardrey believes, .as 1 used to for 
m.my years, though I drew quite ditTcrent 
conclu.sions. that man is a p.iTt of nature. 
This seems obvious you may say. of 
course man is .a part of nature. Tlul 
what he means is man’s social customs 
arc evolved from animal customs. In 
short, war. the state, the ritual burial of 
the dead even, arc natural things. He 
cites examples of clcph.anls hiir>ing their 
dead under broken tree branches. If 
(rue this is amazing indeed, particularly 
a.s I haw read elsewhere that at (he end 
of the last ccnlur>* there wxrc still a few 
primiliw human groups svho simply left 
their dead lying and walked away. I*rom 
whidt one can only conclude (if both 
.accounts arc (rue) that elephants may 
hasx a more complex culture than some 
men. 

From this Mr. Ardrey draws the 
conclusion that one cannot say that 
the stnicturc of civilisation is an 
artificial thing, invented by men in ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances, perhaps never 
repeated. T-rom this follows the further 
conclusion (hat .an authoritarian society, 
on traditional lines, is the best that can 


be hopcxl for. Which i' ic.isoii.ibic .t' 
far .as it goc* 

elephant slurs sv'Unds .i little like .Sinbail 
the S.ailor ’4 .idstotum in the elephants’ 
grasey.xrd. but there is much more 
material besides this. To be n conserva- 
Use (with a small ’c’l). lake the woild 
as it is and in* the best of it. 

is a reasonable thing to do. even though 
I pcrson.ally dislike this attitude. It 
seems to shut the dinar on Ihc future. 

My theory, for many years, was that 
originally men »nd women lived in 
small, peaceable gfoups of footl palhcrcrs. 
’Ihis was humanity in a slate of nature. 
*rhc discovery of apricullvirc. leading to 
settled communities, 'et in ir.nn n series 
of problems, soci^'l nnd psychological, 
which have never been really solved to 
(his day. Man is a species that evolved 
to live in a certais way. and found him¬ 
self living in a vay unnaluial lo him, 
but from which escape was no longer 
possible. 

I like Ihis theory. It is a charming 
theory, and I did not invent it. 1 got it 
out of books. Different ones from those 
that Mr. Ardrey bns read, but probably 
just as ‘scientific’. I am now sceptical 
nbout it. indeed about .nil theories .about 
social origins. 'Tbey arc all constructed 
to fit the psydiological ncctls of the 
constructor. They may be partly inic, or 
contain elements of truth, even when 
they appear to contradict each other. I

JW’s remark about seeing homo¬ 
sexuality as a ‘practic:i} mc.xns of avert¬ 
ing births’ is fa^ually correct but it is a 
futile obscrx’ation in pnictical terms.

In my original letter I asked JW to 
explain why a woman would become a 
prostitute if she not forcetl to tio so 
by physical, economic or psychological 
coercion. Surely this—nol ’purilanism’ 
—is the basis of the an.-irehist critique 
of prostilulion?

Ardfcy’s wise clcpli.ants live in the s.inic 
forest It is a lami where fantasy and 
icolity mingle. 

Mr Artircy leads an enthusiastic 
nss:uiU on the social scientists, because 
he bclicNCs that they arc <listorimg 
science in the interests of a liberal* 
humanit.ari.xn ideology Me quotes from 
Sol Tax’s introduction to Untironx of 
Anthroptdo^y. 

'Whether we arc archaeologists or 
linguists, students of the arts or of 
geography, whether sve study the be¬ 
haviour of b.aboons or the rcfincmenks 
of the human mind, we all call ourselves 
anthropologists. It will become evident 
also that we all carry w'iihin us the 
liberal tradition of the first .ancestors. 
Itum.ankind is one: we value all peoples 
nnd all cultures; we abhor any kind of 
prcjmlicc against peoples, and the use 
of power for the domination of one 
nation by another. We believe in the 
self-determination of free peoples. We 
paKicutarly abhor Ihc misuse by bigots 
or politicians of any of our knowledge. 
As scientists we never know all the 
taith; we must grope and probe nnd 
ever learn; but we know* infinitely more 
th.in the glib racists—whether in the 
United .States or South Africa. We arc 
cqualitarians, not because we cm prove 
3b.solu(e equality, but because we know 
absolutely that whatever differences there 
may be among large populations have 
no significance for (he policies of nations 
This comes from our knowledge as 
anthropologists: but it also pleases us as 
citizens of the world.* 

As a friend of mine, who called him¬ 
self an anarcho-cynic. once remarked. 
ITic most important fighter for the revo¬ 
lution will be Cs>mradc Clich6.* The 
pxssagc above seems unexceptionable, 
but not exactly exciting. It infuriates 
Mr. Ardrey however. 

These arc not the words of a free 
mind,' he writes, and quotes with 
approval from Julian H. Steward, ’To 
those who claim that the social scientist 
cannot separate bis science from his 


liiiman compasMon. I answer that he can 
and ho muq. . . .* All right, fair enough, 
we must be cold and icily detached, and 
mote original. I doubt scry much 
whether anyone, however devoted to 
science, can really ait himself ofl from 
his comp.issioii. Or .si least he may 
succeed in cutting hinwlf oil from com* 
p.i\M«m. but not from emotion all<igcthcr. 

I would say ih.it Professor Tax sva» 
writing his lilscral sentiments in a warm 
glow of kindliness, hut the emution in* 
vpiring Mr Slcw.ird w.ss. I should guess, 
a bard and sorncwb.st hitter feeling. 

7 here ai« emotions and emotions, and 
comp.ission is not one of the least 
valu.ildc. 

But If Comrade Clich6 is to be ex¬ 
pelled through the front door, let ui nol 
ailniit his disreputable, hippy colleague 
Purple Patch through the back. Let us 
not write this sort of thing, 

'The dusk of the twentieth century 
sprc.ads; through our city streets, aloog 
our highw'ayj. into our factory parking 
lol.s. U cnlcfs our gardens, our hallways, 
our administritiso offices of industry 
and stale Arc these our children? They 
seem unfamiliar. Arc these our parents? 
We do nol know them The dusk falls 
deeper, and it dcKs not discriminate be¬ 
tween rich ami poor, educated and 
illiterate. SoN*iel. Chincic. Ffcnchnun, 
American. The races themselves become 
indistingui.shablc. and we must peer most 
closely if we arc to see each other at all. 
We must hold the printed svord rather 
close lo our eyes, nnd even then an un¬ 
natural shadow ob.scurcs Its meaning. Yet 
(bis dusk is a strange one, an abnormal 
one. for the sun. if we could jcc it. sUnds 
at noon.* 

You can't consistently write this sort 
of thing and then blame poor Professor 
Tax for confusing >cicnce and ideology. 
The ahovc pa.vcigc is not in any sense 
scientific or detached. It is a piece of 
emotional humbug, and resembles son« 
of the Nazi writings quoted in Reich’s 
Maxs Psychology of fascism. Aft« 
reading that. I felt a loss of interest in 
.Mr. Ardrey. Whether you arc politically 
Right or Left or neither, some con¬ 
sistency and fairness is dem-mded in any 
debate.

As a matter of fad the so- 
called pornography has alw-ays been 
ax-ailable to the rich: and it » only now 
(hat it is ax-ailablc to the poor that the 
Lord Loagfo.'ds and Daxid Holbrooks 
muster reaction and one-eyed censor¬ 
ship It is a fad that people And com¬ 
fort in lonely or guilt-ridden mar.urba* 
lion or whatever else—but why deny 
them films, books, magazines or the 
means to relief of sexual tension? All 
means of sexual expression should be 
available to all people without giult and 
with prospects of pleasure without ex- 
Inciting or using others. What is so po- 
faced about the haters of porn is that 
little is done in school or home to make 
tbe reading of 'literature* any the more 
likely by those who feed their minds on 
(his porn. lo the secondhand bookshop 
1 am acquainted with, copies of Mayfdr 
(huh!) and Kiny and Penthouse and 
Playboy are very rarely bought by the 
young. // is the lonely middle^a^ed men. 
and older, who buy the female body 
view's. 

For the attitude of the young is cer¬ 
tainly curiosity and a stage of giggling at 
the naked b^y. But it rarely w-anb 
more than one mag or nude figure for 
masturbation uses. Rather the attitude 
of young people is to find sexual partners 
to seek a more open, honest and enjoy¬ 
able sexual fling. In Saxon ... to fuck 
and to wank. O Desire! And meanwhile 
the pornography of violence trundles on 
in army and navy and prison and seldom 
gets the anarchist analysts which it 
deserves. For wbo b lo release the 
chains of violence but the noo-violenl? 
Who to replace institutional \iolence 
with personal care and personal love? 
Who to remove the need of professional 
polieemen and professional priest? Who 
lo subvert this violent, non-poroisvive 
society? Society attempts to sb’flc any 
move which creates its breakdown—for 
institutions are powerful in looking after 
their own interests—naturally! 

We should help distribute The Little 
Red School Book. Sell copies of Ink 
and Oz. Put up literature stalls in our 
schools and colleges; start our own com¬ 
munal 'schools* like that soon opening 
in the Scotland Road pan of Liverpool.

He wrote: 'We have in these 
noto and in indications of our policy, 
warned our members to he alert for 
anarchistic outriders in our movement 
who have sought to penetrate and divert 
us from our pro.'ser tasks. It may be 
that whilst the French description of 
some of these elements was well-known 
to an earlier generation in our move¬ 
ment under its French description of 
cccniS’frovoccteHts — in plain English 
“agents of provocation”—tl seems that

So Briginshaw and O'Brien—men who 
h.vv-c RE.M-L^' disrupted the urvion. split 
It without so much as a by your leave 
fr»>m the members, have the MvXHly 
cheek to call the opposition 'disrupters’ 
and rt?<*/irj-/ir<Miva:rMra. Both these 
union officials are Slate Sodalists. both 
arc memberv of the Labour Party (al¬ 
though Driginshaw- was for many years 
a prominent member of the Communist 
Party—and oh how* it show's!) and both 
of them believe that life without 
GOVERN.MENT to givx orders Is im¬ 
possible . . . whether in the country* or 
in the union.

life, and that consequently a society* with¬ 
out government must be given up to 
disorder, and oscillate between the 'cn- 
bridled dominion of some and the blind 
vengc.xr.ee of others.

In¬ 
deed a close stu^ and cnioymeot of 
poetry and music will only deaden the 
desire to gain paber and rruybe even 
profit as well! There arc exceptions of 
course. However It isn't surprising that 
poetry and music should gladden the 
hearts of the youflg and make love and 
friendship (seem) a greater force than 
commands and inttitutioru. Our poets 
have become balladecrs and poets of 
song and dance a| vs'cU as w*ords. Our 
musicians have become free-form musi- 
dans of frccslom If not dare we say— 
anarchy. Unfortunately many are illiter¬ 
ate politically and.aoo'ally which leaves 
them mooey*-vorstfpping not freedom- 
loving.

Meanwhile we have coteries of artists 
each dcvolcd lo creepy dogmas and 
'sl.i(cmcnls of fact' the wholefood truths 
you might say. The open-minded anar¬ 
chist poets and magazines can con¬ 
tinually turn people on to becoming the 
poets and musidtnt that they* as yxt only 
dream about It*s *11 to you

*Min. like all living betngs, adapts 
himself to the coodilions in which he 
lives, and transmits by inheritance bis 
acquired habits. Thus, being bom and 
having lived tn bondage, being the de¬ 
scendant of a long line of slaves, man. 
when he began lo think, belioed that 
slavery w.vs an essential condidoa of life, 
and liberty seemed to him i.Tipossiblc. 
In like manner, the workman, forced for 
centuries to depend upon the goodwill 
of his employer for w*ork. that is. for 
bread, and accustomed to see his own 
life at the disposal of those who possess 
the land and capital, has ended in be¬ 
lieving th-xt it is his master who gives 
him food, and asks ingenuously how it 
would be possible to live, if there were 
no master over him? 

'In the same way. a man whose limbs 
had been bound from birth, but who 
had nevertheless found out how to 
hobble about, might anribute to the very* 
bands that bound him his ability to 
move, while on the contrary, they* would 
diminish and paralyze the muscular 
energy of his limbs. 

'If then we add to the natural effect 
of habit and education givxn him by his 
master, the parson, (be teacher, etc. 
who are all interested in teaching that 
the employer and the govcmmenl arc 
necessary, if w*e add the judge and Ihc 
policeman to force those who think 
differeotly—and might try to propag.xic 
their opinions~io keep silence, wx shall 
understand how the prejudice as lo the 
utility and necevs-ty of masters and 
goverr.mcots has become established. 
Suppose a doctor brouchl fonx'ard a 
cxMTipletc (beors, with a tbotevaod ably 
iasented illuslrallons. to persuade tbe 
man with bound limbs lhal. if bis limbs 
were freed, be could not walk, or even 
Use. Tbe man would defend bli bands 
furiously and cxvtrsider anyoor his eoems 
who tried to tear them off. 

'Thus, if it is believed that govern¬ 
ment is necessary* and that without 
government there must be disorder and 
confusion, it is natural and logical to 
suppose that anarchy, which signifies 
absence of gov*crnmcnt. must also mean 
absence of order. ... 

'When this opinion is changed, and 
the public are convinced that govern¬ 
ment is not necessary, but extremely 
harmful, the word ‘‘anarchy'’, precisely 
because its signifies ''without go'era- 
meni" will become equal to saying 
“natural order, harmony of the needs 
and interests of all. avmplcte liberty 
with complete solidarity”. 

'Therefore, those arc wrong who uy 
lhal anarchists hav*e chosen their name 
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badly, because it is erroncouvly under¬ 
stood by the masses and leads to a false 
inlerpretaiton. The error slivcs not come 
from the word, but from the thing, The 
dinicutiy which anarchists meet in 
spreading their view's docs not depend 
upon (he name they have given them¬ 
selves. but upon the fact that their con¬ 
ceptions strike at all the in\'eterase pre~ 
judices which people ha\*e about the 
function of government, or “the stale”, 
as it is called.'

Fean were expresved at the meeting 
that the other contractors would follow 
TurrifTs lead as they are also making 
claims against the City Corporation for 
more money. It will be remembered 
that My'tons, in their evidence at the 
Cameron Inquiry* into the twelve months* 
dispute on the Barbican, said that con¬ 
tinual alteration to designs had meant 
the demolition of svork already com¬ 
pleted. Mylons claimed they were losing 
money and were subsequently granted 
more by the City Corporation. 

Workers on the TurrifT site continue 
to work for 7Jp per hour bonus. Meet¬ 
ings between ofTicials of the unions and 
(he Department of Employment have 
failed to make Turriff honour the ma¬ 
chinery. Although the TdcG have issued 
writs, no action has been taken against 
Turritf on other sites. Workers, dis¬ 
gusted at (his lack of action, visited the 
headquarters of the Amalgamated Society 
of Woodworkers and Painters at Clap- 
ham. but so far little has been heard of 
George Smith, die General Secretary of 
this union and aspiring head of merged 
unions in the industry*.

Employers arc after the juicy 
pickings from one of the richest building 
clients in the country and (he decision 
to go ahead with (he Arts Ontre means 
more for I-aings whose tender was 
successful for (his phase. 

HOUSING FOR THE 
Wf.UU-TO.DO 

When (he scheme is finished it i.s 
likely to have cost £50m. In return for 
this (he City Corporation will get 2.113 
bed-sits, small Bats and large flats of 
five and six rooms. All these will 
accommodate about 6.5fX) people, but 
none of them will come from the long 
housing lists of I^ndon's Borough 
Councils. No working-class family is 
likely to be able to afford (he rents, 
ranging from £9 per week for a bed¬ 
sitter to £40 per week for a towTi house. 
These places arc strictly for (he well-to- 
do. providing prestige housing for the 
middle classes, whose rents will be sub¬ 
sidised to the sum of £I.<(X) per year by 
the City Corporation. 

Compare the lasish amount spent on (he 
Barbican with (hat spent on accommoda¬ 
tion for working-class families. Compare 
these places with (hose only a stone's throw 
aw.vy.
